Proposal’s Fate Depends 


On Juniors’ Decision 


URI's Junior coeds should listen closely at con- 
yocation tomorrow when last year's AWS senior 
residence hall proposal is explained, for if enough 
applications are received in January the dorm will 
become a reality, and URI will take a major step 
in the liberalization of women’s rules. 


Deplorably, not enough women applied for resi- 
dence in the proposed “senior dorm” last spring to 
warrant the creation of the facility. The reason given 
for the lack of applications was that the main bene- 
fit proposed of no curfews was of litde use to the 
average women student. 

We question the validity of this reasoning even 
though we are sure that many seniors would find 
that they had no reason to regularly stay out past 
the present 11 p. m. week night curfew. We are 
equally sure, however, that just as many seniors 
would find their new freedom convenient on some 
occasions. 

The abolition of the curfew would be only one 
of the freedoms gained by the implementation of the 
dorm. The dorm’s residents will be allowed to assume 
as many responsibilities as they wish, providing that 
they are willing to accept and uphold these obliga- 
tion. For example, the new dorm’s housemother will 
be present for counseling purposes only, possibly 
handling desk duties during the day. 

If students at URI wish to assume added responsi- 
‘bilities, and as students we assume they must, 
junior women must demonstrate this desire by ap- 
plying for residence in the new dorm. If they don’t, 
and the plan is defeated, it is possible that the Ad- 
ministration will refuse to make further concessions 
‘to student supported proposals of this type. 

The Administration might assess, and perhaps ac- 
curately, that students are unwilling to accept fur- 
ther responsibilities. even if the acceptance would 
be directly beneficial.
